Berlin, Nov. 5.—The Interna- 
tional Automobile Exposition to be 
held here from November 8 to No- 
vember 18 for the first time since 
1911 will combine the display of 
German as well as foreign cars. 
This exposition, covering an area 
of 775,000 square feet in four large 
exhibition buildings, with a con- 
siderable plot of open space in be- 
tween, will undoubtedly be marked 
as the largest show of its kind 
ever held in Germany. 

Twenty-four German and thirty- 
eight foreign manufacturers of pas- 
senger cars will be represented at 
the exposition. with American mak- 
ers holding the leadership. Trucks 
are displayed by twenty-five Ger- 
man and nine foreign manufactur- 
ers. Forty-four firms are showing 
motorcycles, with thirteen types of 
foreign origin. Accessories, service 
machines, etc., are mostly shown by 
American and German firms. A 
model repair station will be one of 
the features of the show.

rank them as a profitable depart- 
ment of the business, has been ex- 
ploded. 

In looking around ‘for a location 
for a larger and better equipped au- 
tomobile service department which 
would answer the growing demands 
of his business, John L. Graulich, 
proprietor of the Quality Auto Sales 
Company, Chandler distributor, 517- 
519 Sycamore St., realized the op- 
portunity of proving that a fertile 
field for gratifying returns on ac- 
cessories is through the automobile 
service department 

The general garage of Williams & 
Burns. Broadway and Howell Street. 
ready to change hands, offered him 

the occasion for giving his customers 
better service, as well as for demon- 
Strating his theory is practical busi- 
ness. 

His theory of getting returns from 
accessories is just like his theory 
on selling automobiles—“You can’t 
get business unless you go after 
business.” The 5-and-10-cent store 
method has long established the 
truth that appeal to the eye is a 
most potent selling point, and it was 
with just this principle in mind 
that he _ started to demonstrate 
Shortly after the new establishment 
came under his control. 

The Howell garage had been 
handling a small stock of acces- 
sories, as the management catered 
to general garage service. With 
the acquisition of this garage as 
the authorized Chandler service 
agency, Donald M. Williams, one 
ot the former owners, was en- 
gaged as manager of the service 
department. The Chandler service 
garage continues to service not 
only Chandler cars, but any other 
make of car which comes along, 
a condition that has profitable 
bearing on boosting accessories 
sales. 

His first consideration wes 
method. Everything in its place and 
a place for everything—a stock room 
that partakes of the attractiveness 
of an enterprising store—with a 
good stock man in charge—were his 
first considerations. “Merchandise 
can only be as attractive as you 
make it,” he avers. 

A motormeter here, a winterfront 
there, windshield wiper displayed at 
advantageous points to catch the eye. 
But a stage picture no matter how 
attractive at first soon pulls without 
action. 

“Don't let a customer go away 
without suggesting some accessory 
need"’—is the method in point. The 
“Village Blacksmith” type of service 
man has been succeeded by the 
salesman-garageman. 

The motorist who drives into the 
garage to have that “knock in the 
engine” looked into may be reminded 
of the need of some accessory com- 
fort. Every arrival for service is a 
prospect for an accessory sale. A 
chat on the weather may at this 
season of the year be developed 
into a profitable talk on the good 
uses of a car heater or a winterfront 
against the cold days near. The man 
who drives up to one of the two 
pumps for a few gallons of gas, or 
a quart of oil. if he is not in too big 
a huery, may be reminded that his 
upholstery is becoming shabby and 
how a set of nice seat covers, of

Major Division 
Of Distribution 
Well Cared For 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 


HE jobber and _ parts 

wholesaler, maintaining | 
branches or distributors, func- | 
tions as a warehouse, and as} 
sueh it is important that the| 
warehouse control very com-!

storage and disbursement of 
the replacement items. 

One of the very best systems 
coming to the attention of the 
writer is the simplified replace- 
ment parts distribution plan em- 
ployed by one of the largest and a 
pioneer truck manufacturer. It 
should be borne in mind that the 
problems for properly controlling 
the distribution of parts by the 
factory and the jobber and parts 
wholesaler is identical in so far as 
the fundamentals are concerned. 
There are six major divisions of

The origination of the replenish- | 


ment order by the branches. 

The office procedure by the ware- 
house preparatory to filling the or- 
der. 

The order filling or picking pro- 
cedure.

The receiving procedure by 
branches. 

The foundation of the system is 
the parts order tag illustrated at A. 
It consists of three copies, the first 
two are paper and the third card- 
board; they are interleaved with 
carbon paper and fastened together 
with an eyelet. The tags are num- 
bered serially for each branch, like- 
wise bear the name of the branch 
for convenience in routing and sort- 
ing. These tags are not expensive 
when it is considered they replace 
three or four of the conventional 
forms of a system. 

When the branch store record B 
shows that stock should be replen- 
ished, one of the tag orders A is 
written. 
and filed at the branch to await 
receipt of the material from the 
warehouse. The more important 
information entered on the tag 
while still intact is the part oum- 
ber, the quantity ordered, the 
method of shipment and the branch 
location of the item.
